AMERICAN NAME SULLIED 
BY THE ORDER OF SMITH 


President Says That the Good of the 
Service Demands That Smith 
Should No Longer Be Ac- 
tively Connected with 
the Army. 


Washington, July 16.—Secretary Root 
brought from Oyster Bay the case of 
General Jacob H. Smith, tried by court- 
martial at Manila on account of orders 
issued to Major Waller. General Smith 
was found guilty of the charges by the 
court and sentenced to be admonished by 
the reviewing authority. The president 
has so admonished Genera! Smith and re- 
tired him under the law, which provides 
that officers having reached the age of 62 
years may be retired.at will by the presi- 
dent. 

Secretary Root supplements the repri- 
mand of President Roosevelt in a long 
circular showing that abthough General 
Smith issued the ‘kill and burn’’ order, 
very few persons were killed as a result 
pf that order, the cruelties being confined 
aimost wholly to the eleven natives killed 
under Major Waller’s direction. 

President Reprimands Smith. 

. Following is the text of the president's 
review of the case: 

“White House, Washington, July 14, 
1902.—By the president: The findings 
and sentence of the court are 
approved. I ‘am well aware of the 
danger: and great difficulty of the task 
our army has had in the Philippine 
isiands, and of the well nigh intolerable 
proyocations it has received from the 
cruelty, treachery and total disregard of 
the rules and customs of civilized war- 
fare on the part of the foe.. I ‘also heart- 
Wy approve the employment of the stern- 
est measures necessary to,"put a stop 
to Buch atrocities and bring this war to 
@ close. It would be culpable to show 
weakness in dealing with such foes or to 
fail to use all legitimate and honorable 
methods to overcome them. But the very 
fact that warfare is of such character 
as to afford infinite provocation for the 
commission of acts of cruelty by junior 
pfficers and the enlisted men, must make 
the officers in high and responsible posi- 
tions peculiarly careful in their bearing 
gnd conduct so as to keep a moral check 
ver any acts of an improper character 
by their subordinates. Almost universal- 
by the higher officers have so borne them- 
Relves as to supply this necessary check 
and with but few exceptions the officers 
and soldiers of the army have shown 
wonderful kindness and forbearnce in 
dealing with their foes. 

American Wame Sullied. 


“But there have been exceptions; there 
have been instances of the use of tor- 
ture and of improper heartlessness in 
warfare on the part of the individuals or 
small detachments. In the recent cam- 
aign ordered by General Smith the shoot- 
ng of the mative bearers by the orders 
of Major Waller was an act which sullied 
the American name and can be but partly 
excused because of Major Waller’s men- 
tal condition at the time, this mental 
condition being due to the fearful hard- 
ships and sufferings which he had under- 
gone in his campaign. It is impossible 
to tell exactly how much _ influence 


Janguage like that used by General Smith , 


may have had in preparing the minds of 
those under him for the commission of 
the deeds which we regret. 

“Loose and violent talk by an officer 
ef high rank is always likely to excite 
to wrong doing those among his subor- 
dinates whose wills are weak or whose 
passions are strong. 

“General Smith has behind him a long 
career distinguished for gallantry and 
on the whole for good conduct. Taken 
in the full, his work has been such 
as to reflect credit .upon the American 
army and therefore upon the nation, ang 
it igs deeply to be regretted that he 
should have #0 acted in this instance as 
to interfere with his furtber usefulness 
in the army. 

‘T hereby direct that he be retired 
from the active list. 

“THEODORE ROOSEVELT.” 
Secretary Root’s Review. 

Secretary Root'’s review, addressed to 
fhe president July 12, recites General 
Smith's oral instructions to Major Waller 
as foilows: 

“Tl want no prisoners. I wish you to 
kill and burn—the more you kill and 
burn will please me the better.’’ That 
he wanted all persons killed who were 
capable of bearing arms and in actual 
hostilities against the United States and 
designating the age limit as ten years. 

Secretary Root then says:

Judge Pardee Orders That Dividend 
of 5 Per Cent Be Paid Atlanta 
National Stockholders, and 
10 Per Cent to Southern 
Home Stockholders. 


The orders of Judge Don A. Pardee 
granting the petitions of the National 
Finance Company, of New York, to pur- 
chase the assets of the Atlanta National 
Building and Loan Association and the 
Southern Home Building and Loan As- 
sociation were filed with O. C. Fuller, 
clerk of the United States circuit court, 
yesterday morning. 

According to the orders of the court, 
and to both of which the National Finance 
Company has agreed, a Gividend of 5 per 
cent will be paid the stockholders of the 
Atlanta National and a dividend of 10 
per cent will be paid the shareholders of 
the Southern Home. The National Fi- 
nance Company is to pay also the costs 
and expenses of the receiverships and the 
litigation incident thereto, including the 
fees of the receivers, the receivers’ coun- 
sel, the complainants’ counsel and the 
defendants’ counsel, together with the 
costs of the courts in this and other juris- 
dictions. 

The Original Proposition. 

The original proposition of the Nationa) 
Finance Company was to purchase the 
assets of both the building and loan as- 
sociations, and in the case of the Atlanta 
National to pay a dividend to the stock- 
holders of 4 per cent, provided it did not 
exceed $50,000; and in the case of the 
Southern Home to pay a dividend of 6 2-2 
per cent provided the amount did not ex- 
ceed $75,000

Clayton, Miss., July 17.—(Special.)— 
AVilliam Ody, a negro, was burned at 
the stake at 12:16 this morning. He was 
tied to a tree, faggots saturated with oil 
were piled about him, and the father of 
the girl he had attempted to assault ap- 
plied the match. 

Mise Tucker this afternoon was riding 
home in a bugey, when at a lonely spot 
in the road James Odey, a negro, hailed 
her with the information that she had 
dropped a package from the buggy. Miss 
Tucker stopped her horse and the negro 
approached as if to pick the package up. 
Odey suddenly seized the girl's wrists 
and dragged her violently from the ve- 
hicle, breaking both of her limbs in the 


repelled the attack of her assailant. 
The screams of the young lady attract- 
ed the attention of Dr. Hitt, who was 
driving nearby, and he.rushed to the res- 
cue. The negro upon seeing the physi- 
clan approach took to his heels. Dr.

Caused by Lighted Candle. 

The disaster was the result of an ex- 
plosion occastoned by John Burgy, a 
miner, going into one of the magazines 
of the Daly-West with a lighted candle. 
His act cost him his life, and the lives 
of many other miners besides. His own 
body was blown to pieces. All of th3 
other victims are recognizable, their 
faces being easily identified by relatives 
and friends. The explosion occurred at 
11:20 o’clock last night and in a twink- 
ling deadly gas was generated throughout 
the mines. It crept through every tun- 
nel shaft and incline in a very short 
epace of time and scores of miners found 
themselves face to face with death. 

It is not Known how much powder 
was exploded, but whatever amount there 
was in it went off in a terrible concus- 
sion. The shock was something terrific 
and was heard for a long way, although 
it was nearly 2 o'clock before ft was 
known in Park City, a distance of 3 
miles. 

Horse Killed Two Miles Away. 

When it is stated that a horse was 
killed at the mouth of the Ontario tun- 
nel, 2 miles away, some idea of the force 
of the explosion may be had. The. ani- 
mal wes in use at the entrance to this 
part of the mine and was hurled against 
the wall and machinery with such vio- 
lence as to be killed outright. Two other 
horses were also killed, the latter in the 
Ontario, almost as great a distance 
away. That the loss of life was not far 
greater than it is seems marvelous. 

The werk of rescuing the imperiled and 
dead was quickly and heroically under- 
taken. Men were brought to the sur- 
face just as fast as the disabled ma- 
chinery would permit. The victims had 
tc be brought up the shaft in a one- 
compartment cage, one of the compart- 
ments having been wrecked by the ex- 
plosion. 

In the Ontario, which is connected with 
the Daly-West, six men are dead. Two 
of the dead are rescuers, John McLaugh- 
lin and John Eckstrom. The body of thes 
latter is still in the mine. 

Women and children thronged to the 
Ontario shaft house which is midway 
between Park City and the Daly-West. 
Nearly all of them have husbands or 
tathers in the mines and their grief 
was pitiable. All of the doctors in town 
are at the mines. They have been doing 
what they could to restore the uncon- 
scious men as they were taken out. A 
relief party went into the Ontario mine 
shortly after the explosion occurred. 

Rescuers May Die. 

James Smith, a member of the re:~uing 
party, died soon after noon. Jack Balton, 
a Silver King miner, who also went 
down with the rescuers, is unconscious, 
and is expected to die. The condition of 
the gas in the mine is such that the res- 
cue work has been abandoned until to- 
morrow.

New York, July 1§.—(Special.)—The di- 
rectors of the, Virginia-Carolina Chem- 
ical Company will meet tomorrow and 
the outcome of their meeting may be 
the formation of a great fertilizer trust. 

It is said that the Vifrginia-Carolina 
Chemical Company will take oer the 
control of the American Cotton Oil 
Company, which rests at present in a 
committee and is deposited with the 
First national bank. A price has been 
set for the control of the American Cot- 
ton Oil Company, and it is this control 
the Wirginia-Caroltina Chemical Com- 
pany will take over should the deal be 
consummated, as is generally believed. 
This will necessitate a big issue of bonds 
by the Virginia company. 

Recently the president of the Virginia- 
Carolina Chemical Company was in Ger- 
many and made arrangements fohe 
control of the potash manufacturing in 
that country as applied to America. 
Potash used as a fertilizer in this coun- 
try is almost entirely manufactured in 
Germany. It is brought here in bulk. 

With the absorption of the American 
Cotton Oil Company by the Virginia- 
Carolina company, a monopoly of the 
fertilizing product business throughout 
the south will lodge in the hands of the 
latter, corporation,

Suddenly Hobson dived and after wha 
appeared an age to tthe now silent crowd 
he reappeared on the surface with his 
arm grasping the shoulders of the half 
unconscious but struggling girl. . 

Probably he would not have been able 
to wave the girl and he himself would 
have been in great danger had his friend 
not come to his rescue. It was all the 
two men could do to keep the girl's nead 
above the watter until a yacht was finally 
brought s0 close that those on board 
could assist in the rescue,

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Chicago, July 16—After ten days of strike 
the Chicago freight handelrs’ strike ter- 
minated today ‘jn an unqualified victoty 
for the railroads. | 

Renewed activity on the part of Chi- 
cago business men followed the settiement 
of the strike and at the close of business 
‘hours here tonight thousands of tons of 

freight had been sent. to and from the 
various freight depots. Every one of the 
24,000 strikers who could obtain employ- 
ment had returned to work by 2 o'clock 
in the afternoon. The strike, it is esti- 
mated, cost the business men of Chicago 
$10,000,000, and in order to guard against 
such a contingency in the future they are 
preparing to imaugurate an educational 
campaign in opposition to the sympathetic 
strike. 

The labor unions will be asked to fore- 
go the use of this potent weapon. The 
business interests which suffered through 
the strike will join in pledging them- 
selves, it’ is said, not to sign union agree- 
ments which do not gwgaranfee ‘them 
ezgainst these strikes.

Payments in Gold, It Is Feared 
That Outbreaks Will Oc- 
cur in All Provinces of 
the Empire.

Washington, July 16—Having adjusted 
the questions connected with the surren- 
der to the Chinese of the control of the 
feity of Tien Tsin this government has 
been asked to interest itself in settle- 
mentt of the grave difficulties growing out 
of the insistence of some of the powers 
upon the payment of their shares of the 
war indemnity in gold instead of silver. 
Minister Wu ‘today presented to the state 
department a cablegram from the two 
leading members of the Chinese court 
primarily in charge of the negotiations. 
It is now a difference of method rather 
than disposition that divides the powers, 
Secretary Hay will give the subject im- 
mediate attention. 
' The cablegram, which is from Vice- 
roys Liu Kun Yih and Chang Chip Tung, 
is as follows: 

“According to reports of conferences 
held by the foreign ministers at Pekin 
on the indemnity question, the United 
States is willing to accept silver; Great 
Britain is willing to aecept silver, in ac 
cordance with the plan of amortization, 
up to 1910; and Russia and France pur- 
pose the collection of import duties in 
gold. It is also known that Japan has 
not. taken any decided position. The rev- 
enues of China armhount annually ‘to 80,000,- 
000 taels, 50;000,0000 taels of which is set 
aside for the payment of ‘the national 
debt. How can the remaining 30,000,000 
taels be made to satisfy the administra- 
tive requirements of twenty-two prov- 
inces in China? 

An Uprising Feared. 

“Attempts to raise revenues now on the 
part of the provincial authorities have in 
many cases created local disturbances. In 
case heavier-taxes be imposed an upris- 
ing of the people will be the natural re- 
sult. Since the various payments admit 
of no delay, money has to be taken from 
other funds in order to meet the press- 
ing demand. It has already appeared to 
be beyond China’s ability to make the 
payments even in sflver in accordance 
with thé treaty. The foreign powers 
know full well the financial resources of 
China. When the indemnity question first 
came up for discussion the total amount 
wag repeatedly reduced. Now the wilil- 
ingnegs on the part of the United States, 
Great Britain, Russia and France either 
to accept silver or to pay duties in gold, 
in spite of the divergence of views, shows 
that all appreciate the fact that to make 
payments in.gold is a burden too heavy 
for China to bear. Inasmuch as the for- 
eign powers have shown such considera- 
tion for Chiha we feel it incumbent upon 
us to make’ tenewed representations. up- 
on the sitibiect to the end that an ar- 
rangement which shal] be both réasonable 
and feasible may be found. 

Great Britain’s Position. 

‘‘Breat Britain has at present a large 
Share of Chana’s trade. It is natural 
that she should not like the collection of 
customs duties in gold. The gain deriv- 
ed from collecting customs duties in gold 
does. not by any means balance the loss 
sustained in making indemnity payments 
in gold; and under .the circumstances 
China would not obtain much relief. 
But to make indemnity payments in sil- 


ver does not, even according to the pres- 


ent rate of gold, entail a great loss upon 
the foreign powers, since guch loss, if 
any, is divided among them. Moreover, 
when it is once decided that the indem- 
nity payments shall be made in silver, 
the price of gold will doubtless gradually 
become equitable and the powers by ex- 


loss. If the price of gold can be reduced 
to over three shillings to the tael, there 
will be effected an even more advan- 
tageous exchange for gold than the 
treaty stipulates, for the rcent sudden 
rise in the price of gold is attributable 
to the action of bankers who believe that 
gold will be demanded for indemnity 
payments and purposely raise its price 
with a view to their own advantage. 
Trice of Gold Advances. 

“If payments in gold are required, the 
price of gold will undoubtedly rise to 
two shillings to the tael. Now all mer- 
chants who import foreign goods into 
China have already suffered great losses. 
If the price of gold continues to rise, the 
prices of foreign goods will have to rise 
with it. Owing to the empty treasury of 
China and the poverty of the people, 
very few persons will be able to buy for- 
eign goods at their enhanced prices. 
Thus to demand paymieftts in gold only 
impairs the financial power of China, 
without benfiting the financial condition 
of the foreign governments in any way. 
Since it is the purpose of the foreign 
governments to increase trade, with their 
knowledge of. commercial needs, they 
cannot help knowing that the making of 
indemnity payments in silver according 
to the plan of amortization will be the 
means not only of saving China from 
heavy joss, but also of protecting com- 
mercial interests. This matter ig worthy 
of the serious consideration of the na- 


changing silver for gold will not suffer 4 
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monished by the ‘reviewing authority and 
appended the following explanation: 

“"The court is thus lenient in view 
of fhe undisputed. evidence that the ac- 
cused did not mean everything that his 
unexplained language implied; that his 
subordinates did not gather such a mean- 
ing, and that the orders were never exe- 
cuted in such @ense, , notwithstanding 
that a desperate struggle was being con- 
ducted with a cruel and savage foe.’ 

“An examination of the evidence has 
satisfied me that the construction -was 
just and that the reasons stated for the 
light sentence imposed are sustained by 
the facts. General Smith, in his conver- 
sation with Major Walter, was guilty of 
Thtemperate, inconsiderate and. vidlent 
expressions, which, if accepted literally, 
would grossly violate the humane rules 
governing American armies jn the fleld 
and if followed would have brought last- 
ing disgrace upon the military service of 
the United States, | 

“Fortunately, this was not taken literal- 
ly and was not followed. No woman por 
chfidren nor helpless persons nor non- 
combatants nor prisoners were put to 
death in pursuance of ‘them. 

“The instructions in question bore. No 
relation to the retaliation for. which 
Major Waller was tried, and were not 
alleged by him 4s justification for those 
ag¢ts. 

Precedents for Smith’s Order. 

‘Major Waller was tried for causing 
certain natives, who had acted as bearers 
or guides of one of his expeditions, to be 
put to death for treachery without proper 
trial; and he defended. his action not upon 
the ground of any orders received from 
General Smith, but upon the ground that 
as commanding officer he was justified 
by the laws of war. 

‘General Smith’s written afd printed 


orders, and the actual conduct of military 


operations in Samar, were justified by 
the history and conditions of the warfare 
with the cruel and treacherous savages 
who inhabited the island, and their en- 
tire disregard of the laws of war; ‘were 
wholly within the limits of general order 
No. 100 of 1863, and were sustained by 
precedents of the highest authority. Thus 
in 1779 Washington ordered General Sul- 
livan in the campaign against the Six 
Nations to seek the total destruction 
and devastation of their settlements. 

The Fort Phil Kearney massacre, in 
1866. for base treachery, revolting cruelty 
and thé conditions of serious danger which 
followed it did not approach the massacre 
at Balangiga in Samar in September, 1901. 
Yet there was no such. severity by Ameri- 
can soldiers in Samar ag General Sherman 
proposed toward the Sioux after Fort Phil 
Kearney. : 

“It is due, however, tothe 
and self-restrain£ 
subordinates, and their regard for the 
laws of war, father than'to his owh self- 
control and judgment, that his Intemiper- 
ate and unjustifiable verbal instructions 
were not followed and that he is relieved 
from the indelible stain which would 
have resulted from a literal compliance 
with them. " 

Smith No Longer Useful. 

‘It is the duty of a general whose age 
and experience have brought him to high 
command not to incite his subordinates 
to acts of lawless violence, but to s0 ex- 
plain to them the application of the laws 
of war and the Hmitations upon - their 
conduct as to prevent transgressions upon 
their -part and supplement their _com- 
parative inexperience by his wise control. 
In this General Smith has signally failed, 
and for this he has been justly convicted. | 

“Although the sentence tmposed is ex- 
ceedingly light, it carries -with it a con- 
demnation which, for an officer of his 
rank and age, is really a severe’ punish- 
ment. For this reason, and for the 
further reason that General Smith has 
served his country long and faithfully, 
has exhibited high courage and good con- 
duct in many battles, has been seriously, 
wounded in the civil war and in the war 
with Spain, and is about concluding a 
long and honorable career as a faithful 
and loyal servant of*his country, I re¢om- 
mend that the mild’ sentence imposed be 
confirmed. : 

“In view of the findings and sentence, 
and of the evident infirmities which have 
made it possible that the facts found 
should exist, it is not longer for the in- 
terest of the service that General Smith 
should continue to exercise the command 
of his rank. His usefulness as an ex- 
ample, guide and controlling influericé for 
the junior officers of the army fs at an 
end; and as he is already upward of 62 
years of age, I recommend that you exer- 
cise the discretion vested in you by law 
and now retire him from active service.

Rome, July -16.—At noon today Major 
Porter, of the judge advocate’s depart- 
ment of the army at Washington, per- 


sonally delivered to Cardinal Rampolla,. 


the papal secretary of state, the-slast 
note of Judge Taft, governor of the 
Philippine islands, on the subject of the 
withdrawal of the friars from the islands, 
which will presumably end the governor’s 
negotiations here, as Major Porter simul- 
taneously presented a letter from Judge 
Taft asking for a farewell audience of 
the pope. 

The following is, in part, Judge Taft's 
Rote to the vaticeg. It is addressed fo 
Cardinal. Rampolla, papal secretary of 
state, and begins thus: 

“In reply to the two notes of your emi- 
nence of June 21 and July 9, I have 
just received a communication from the 
secretary of war, Mr. Root, in precise 
and.exhaustive terms, which are. here 
reproduced integrally. Secretary .Root 
says he is glad to see by the two notes 
received from the vatican that the holy 
see is animated by the best intentions 
to come to an understanding with Wash- 
ington about the relations between church 
and state in the Philippines; that your 
eminence has declared the vatican to he 
disposed to give clear and precise instruc- 
tions to the friars to occupy themselves 
with religion only, abstaining entirely 
from politics and that the holy Bee pro- 
poses to introduce, little by little, ‘eccle- 
Biastics of other nationalities, especially 
American. Secretary Root adds that he 
cannot do less than acknowledge the 
wisdom of the propositions, but that he 
must observe that they would not solve 
the question. 


No Desire To Violate Treaty. 

“The United States has no desfre to 
Violate the treaty of Paris and seeks not 
a forcible, but a voluntary, withdrawal 
of certain persons who happen to be 
Spaniards and whose previous experience 
in the islands had thrown them into an- 
tagonistic relations with the people and 


with the Catholic laity and native clergy, | 


a 


many of whom have left their parishes | 
and can only be reinstated by using ma- 
terial force which the United States 
cannot permit’ This proves that the 
government of the Philippines has no in- 
tention to propose measures contrary to 
the interests of the vatican. 

“If the question of withdrawal be left 
unsolved, now that the Washington gov- 
ernment has persuaded the ecclesiastical 
authorities to see the necessity of carry- 
ing out this step, the later withdrawal 
of the friars under order of their re- 
ligious superbors could not be regarded 
as anything out voluntary and would 
not violate the treaty of Paris; nor could 
such order be regarded as affirming or 
admitting any accusations against the 
friars because the American government 
made no such accusation. The United 
States did not desire the withdrawal for 
itself—it was indifferent to the presence 
of the friars—but in the interest of the 
whole people of the Philippines who were 
bitterly opposed to their pfesence. 

“It wags thought by the generous pro- 
posal of a contract which would bind the 
Philippine government to certain finan- 
cial and other obligations to secure the 
much longed for desire of the Philippine 
people—the withdrawal of the friars. 


Methods of Settlement. 

‘Now that the vatican does not see its 
way clear to make a definite withdrawal, 
the American.government has deemed it 
wiser to recur ‘to tne. methods of settle- 
ment of the various questions at issue 
suggested by Cardinal Rampolla’s first, 
communication of June 21, namely: 

“First, an investigation by both sides 
into the possible and probable liabilities 
and claims ahd the .sqatlement of them. 
by an accredited apostolic delegate with 
the governor in Manila, after the condi- 
tions with respect to the titles of the 
friars to the land and the amount of 
claims for rental have been presented 
by the representative of the church to 
the representatives of the Philippine 
govefnment in Manila. 

‘As to the indemnity for the friars’ 
lands, your eminence has pointed out 
the difficulty of computing so precipj- 
tately the exact value, but this might be 
done by examining the title deeds. The 
Washington government wiH immediate- 
ly order the: general in command of. the 
forces in the Philippines to furnish all 
information necessary to ascertain what 
damage has been done by the military 
occupation. Although regretful tRat all 
the questions have not been decided defi- 
nitely, the government is glad to express 
satisfaction at the Yresults obtained.” 
‘Secretary Root, in his .cemmunication, 
declares that Judge Taft’s journey is 
quite compensated for by the fact that 
it is possible to fix general lines on which 
later can be amicably resolved all the 
questions now pending.

Secretary Root concludes by instruct- 
ing Judge Taft to express to Cardinal 
Rampolla his pleasure that the visit of 
the American representatives. has re- 
sulted in a broad basis for harmonious 
settlement, his thanks for the courtesy 
shown by the vatican to Judge Taft and 
for the promptness with which the vatl- 
can has acted, and his hopes that, though 
no specific agreement has been reached, 
the vatican will ultimately find it just 
to do what has been suggested. 

Judge Taft concludes: ' 

“In obedience to Secretary Root’s dis- 
patch, I request that the future negotia- 
tions on the points raised be held in 
Manila between an apostolic delegate 
and the governor, after the information 
suggested above by Secretary Root has 
been ascertained and presented.”’ 

Vatican Buzzing with Comment. 

Rome, July 16.—The vatican is buzzing 
with comments on the last American 
note, the contents of which were some- 
what unexpected, as it was ‘thought 
Washington would make counter propo- 
sitions. A majority here represents the 
result as a success for papal diplomacy, 
while others express the opinion that 
the friars will not get in Manila better 
terms than those offered here, and that 
the affair may end in their being obliged 
to leave the archipelago with less 
money, as it would: be impossible to 
bring before the courts the 60,000 tenants 
who occupy their lands, paying no rent 
therefor. This and the partial failure 
of the visit to Rome of Judge Taft 
would be the last straw for the relief 
of the orders, as it would justify the 
governments of France, Spain, etc., 
which took measures against them with- 
out having recourse to the vatican. 

Why Taft Failed. 

London, July 17.—The Rome _ corre- 
spondent of The Morning Post declares 
that the failure of Judge Taft's negotia- 
tions with the vatican is attributed there 
to the influence of the heads of the re- 
ligious orders, especially to the Jesuit 
Cardinal Steinhuber, and that the vati- 
can is considered to have sacrificed a 
splendid opportunity. 

The Dally Chronicle’s Rome _corre- 
spondent, referring to the closing of the 
negotiations, says great indignation is 
felt among the Americans in Rome, who 
are astounded at the utter want of ap- 
preciation the vatican has shown tor 
American courtesy. 

The correspondent reports an _ inter- 
view with an American prelate in which 
the latter is quoted as saying: 

“The vatican has befoojled us and has 
missed the greatest chance offered: to 
her for prestige for a century. The 
treatment meted out to our representa- 
tives and the exposure of the unbusinegss- 
like methods of Rome is an incident in 
our history which Americans will never 
forget.”’

Wisconsin. Senator’ Not Uneon- 
ditionally Indorsed by Party 


Pernicious Activity of Federal Offi- 
cials Bitterly Condemned—They 
Are Accused of Assisting 
Lobbyists To -Defeat 
Legislation. 


Convention. Hall, Madison, Wis., July 
14.—The republican state convention, 
which met here today, reaffirmed the 
last national and state republican plat- 
forms and indorsed Senator Spooner as 
“the leader of the United States senate.”

The platform pledges support 
to Senator Speoner if he stands as the 
candidate for reelection in harmony with 
the platform adopted today, or in case 
he decides not not to enter the race 
makes loyalty to this platform a con- 
dition for support of any candidate, The 
administration of Governor LaFolette is 
commended. 

The resolutions continue: 

“We condemn the pernicious activity 
of federal officials in this state, in fla- 
grant disregard of civil service laws, to 
control conventions and caucuses of the 
party and in assisting professional lob- 
byists before the legislature and else- 
where in defeating legislation in refuta- 
tion of party pledges.” 

The resolutions declare for an equal 
and. uniform taxation law and for the 
right of every citizen to an equal voice 
with a direct vote in the nomination of 
candidates for office. 

The platform recommends that all can- 
didates for state, legislative, congres- 
sional and county offices be nonginated at 
a primary election upon the same day 
and by direct vote under the Australian 
ballot. It demands that all corporations 
except fraternal,and those now exempted 
by law slfall bear a just proportion of 
taxation burdens. 

A minority report. indorsing Senator 
Spooner unconditionally was presented 
by M. J. Wallrich, of Shawnee. The 
majority report was finally adopted, 786 
to 26, after exciting scenes over the 
question of 4ndorsement of Senator 
Spooner.

@re showing on tbe valve and pipe for 
wpening is growing larger. The entiro 

ay has been passed In advancing new 
ideas and passing on them and absolute- 
Wy nothing has been accomplished. Late 
this evening thé chemical engine that ar- 
rived from Beaumont last night was tried 
and did not even quench the fires in the 
\ grail steams that extend from the pool. 
At 8 o'clock four boilers had been con- 
mected and as many streams of steam 
were turned on the fire. The only appar- 
ent effect of these streams was in caus- 
fing the fire to burn fiercer. The latest 
plan devised is to build a wall several 
feet high around 2nd as near the fire as 
the workmen can stand, A force of twen- 
ty-five men are now at work. The steam 
pipes are there to be turned into this 
Jevee to flood the surplus of! out through 

a lead ditch that is being dug. By this 
means they hope to reduce a greater por- 
tion of the fire and confine it strictly to 
the well. A car load of chemicals has been 
ordered and ie now on the way and by 
this they expect to conquer the flames. 
Owing to the peculiar formation of ths 
well the difficulty in conquering it {1s 
greater than it would otherwise be. The 
mell was never completely finished. A 
4-inch pipe is set in a 6-inch casing and 
between the two the oil is escaping. The 
experts who came over from Beaumont 
@re unable to advance any ideas, for this 
Gre is an entirely new feature in the 
history of oi] field fires. The remaining 
Portion of the field is idle. The only 
company now ‘tat work is the Pelican com- 
pany, nearly a quarter of a mile to the 
borth,. entirely out of danger. 

-The chemical engine has just arrived In 
the city and will be shipped home tonight. 
The owners of the well do not seem to 
be in the least downhearted and talk 
encouragingly of being able to cope with 
the situation in a day or so, although it 
does not at present seem possible. The 
loss is now nearing the ten thousand dol- 
far mark and will probably pass that be- 
fore it is over. The plan of covering the 
well with a cone which was advanced last 
evening and then abandoned will be tried 
should the present one fail. This latter 
weems to be the one approved by those 
who have had experience in oil flelds.

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Motormen and Conduglors Ask 
for Advance 
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Request Is Refused ‘and a. General 
Strixe Is Ordered—Men Agree 
To Arbitrate and Resume 

Work Today. 
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Richmond, Va.,°“Jiwiy 16.—Richmond’s 
first big street railwa}istrikeis)on. Prac- 
tically no cars are running and all kinds 
of vehiclés have ‘been pnt inte use. 

A committee, répresentittg’ the local 
street car men’s union, after two confer- 
ences this morning with President Sitter- 
ding, of the Virginia Passenger and Pow- 
er Company, which now owns the whole 
Richmond system, é6rdered the crews to 
take the cars to the barns at. noon and 
quit work.” The strike affects the entire 
lines of the passengér and’ power com- 
pany in Richmoyd and Manchester, in- 
cluding all branch Tines to West Hamp- 
ton, Lake Side, Forest Hill, Fair Mount 
and Seven Pines. 

The cars of the Richmond and Peters- 
burg electric line, which is under a sep- 
arate management, are the only cars 
running in the neighborhood of Richmond. 
All suburban resorts are shut off from the 
city travel. 

Thus far no disorder has been reported, 

The committee first. presented to Presi- 
dent Sitterding the union proposition of 
20 cents an hour for a nine-hour day. At 
the second conference the union modified 
this: to 20 for motormen and 19 cents for 
conductors. 

At the first conference President Sitter- 
ding offered 17 cents for main line motor- 
men, 15 cents for branch line motormen, 
15 cents for main line conductors and 14 
cents for branch line conductors. 

President Sitterding offered to submit 
the matter to arbitration. This proposi- 
tion was not accepted and later the com- 
mittee advanced the 20 and 19 cents prop- 
osition as a compromise. Mr, Sitterding 
then offered 18 and 16 cents to motormen 
and 16 and 15 cents to conductors. This 
was not acceptable to the committe, who 
then announced that nothing remained 
but to call the men off the cars. 

This afternoon a car load of non-union 
motormen and conductors was brought 
in from Petersburg. 

The chamber of commerce held @ spe- 
cial meeting this afternoon to consider the 
situation. 

Tonight the men held a meéeti:.,¢ crd It 
was agreed to take the cars out at 6 
o'clock tomorrow morning and leave the 
difference to arbitration, the arbitrators 
to agree by 6 o’clock tomorrow évening, 
otherwise the strike will be declared on 
again. The men will. appoint two arbi- 
trators, the company two, and these will 
Select a fifth.

He pald a beautiful tribute to the sixty- 
seven confecerate soldiers who at West 
Point, Ga., nine days after Lee’s surren- 
der, fought all day bong and held at bay 
a very large army of the enemy, and 
compared it with the northern soldiers 
who, during the revolutionary war, evac- 
uated and .surrendered a -large fort to 
Cornwallis without firing a gun, even 
when the forces inside and out were about 
equal. An amusing part of the lecture is 
the speaker's ridicule of Paul Revere’s 
ride when compareg with other incidents 
of the period of a southern nature.

BROTHER AGAINST BROTHER 


IN RACE FOR STATE SENATE 


Jacksonville, Fla., July 16.—(Special.)— 
All Florida is sreatly interested just now 
in a contest in Jacksonville and Duval 
county, where two brothers are the op- 
posing candidates for the state senate. 
They are Thomas and Telfair Stockton, 
both being prominent citizens of Jack- 
sonville and good democrats. They have 
heretofore been close political friends, 
and the novelty of their opposition and 
‘the many questiogg now being  pro- 
pounded and the answers thereto by each 
has dwarfed all other political matters.’’ 

The Jacksonville Metropolis, which af- 
fords these particulars, adds that both 
are “‘masterful men, born to lead,” and 
long had the senatorial bee 
buzzing in their bonnets. Both are in- 
fluential business men, who have waged 
the contest of life successfully and have 
drifted into politics. Thomas is manager 
of The Times-Unton and Telfair is a 
banker. The issues which they are con- 
testing are not plainly stated, but it ap- 
pears that one of them js an advocate of 
the reelection of United States Senator 
Taliaferro and the other is not. One of 
the brothers had a big open-air meeting 
in. Jacksonville. ten nights ago and the 
other had a like demonstration a few 
nights later. Politieal interest in the 
campaign in the*cownty is centered in 


the contest, which !s still further com- 
plicated by the fact that a third brother, 
who is. also prominent and influential, 
is supporting the claims of Telfair. 

The fight has been warm and the im- 
partial Metropolis declares that either 
candidate is able to represent the county 
and it declines to try to name the win- 
ner. It remarks, however, in a guarded 
way, that it wants “every candidate to 
be on his good behavior,’’ and suggests 
that after the smoke of battle clears away 
everyone ‘“‘should have the consciousness 
that he has said or done nothing to wound 
the feelings of anyone, and that all has 
been done in the line of honorable con- 
tention and without bitterness, or with 
an intention to inflict a wound hard to 
cure.’’ It may be inferred from this 
that the discussions have sometimes ap- 
proached the line of dangerous personal- 
ities, while it is probable that neither 
party has gone so far as to make any” 
unpleasant allusions to the family rela- 
tions or connections of the other, or to 
intimate that he was not brought up un- 
der favorable conditions. In fact, it is 
noted that while the discussions have 
been “‘growing in heat,” they have been 
of a decent n&ture, ‘“‘neither candidate 
resorting to low-filung abuse, either politi- 
cal or personal.’

A Brick-Laying Machine. 

An interesting invention is report- 
ed from Canada. 

The American commercial agent at 
Stanbridge, Canada, tells of the per- 
fection by a Canadian inventor of a 
machine for laying bricks. According 
to his advices to the state depart- 
ment, the machine, worked by two 
men and a boy, will lay between four 
hundred and six hundre. bricks per 
hour. The machine is suited for all 
plain work and it is said door and 
window spaces cause only slight de- 
lay. 

It is further claimed for the ma- 
chine that it- does the work better 
than it can be doné by hand: A great- 
er amount of pressure is put upon the 
bricks, the result being that they are 
more firmly laid than by hand. 

The inventor says each machine wil! 
do the work of seven or eight skilled 
workmen. The esty/mate is made that 
a machine adapted to build a factory 
or other similar plain building ap- 
proximating 60 by 40 feet can be put 
upon the market for $500, and the 
tests made indicate that it can be 
worked with skill by ams workman 
after two weeks’ instruction.

| BANKRUPTCY CASE HEARD. 


Construction of Two Court Houses 
Involved—American Banking and 
Trust Company To Do Work. 

The W. M. McAfee bankruptcy proceed- 
ings, which involves the construction of 
two court houses at the cost of $30,000 
each, one in Hartwell and one in Green- 
ville, came up before referee Percy 

Adams yesterday. 

The American Bonding and Trust Com- 
pany was bondsman for W. M. McAfee, 
and desired to become a party to the pro- 
ceedings and go ahead tn confunction 
with Referee E. M. Durant and complete 
the work on the court houses, there being 
$25,000 worth of work yet to be done at 
Greenville, and $7,000 worth of work yet 
to be done at Hartwell. 

Attorney Burton Smith, who represent- 
ed the bond company, stated to the court 
that.a spectal agent of the bond company 
was in Atlanta, and that the bond com- 
pany desired to be made a party to the 
proceedings and furnish whatever money 
Was necessary to finish building the 
courthouses, provided the trustee should 
be allowed to build them, the bond com- 
pany being given the preference for the 
amounts advanced by them as far as the 
sum recelved on the contracts were con- 
cerned, 

Hollis Randolph, who represented the 
creditors, and also the trustees, asked 
that the trustee be allowed to finish 
them. 

Trustee Adams ruled that the trustee 
would be allowed to finish the court 
houses, provided there were no objections 
on the part of the creditors. 

George Westmoreland, who represénted 
the creditors, objected, and while the dis- 
cussion was going on Burton Smith 
stated to the court that since it was evi- 
dent that some of the creditors objected 
to the bond company’s coming in, and as 
they had only come into the proceedings 
for the purpose of showing good Yaith 
to the creditors, they would go ahead and 
carry out the contracts themselves, and 
whatever profits were in it, they would 
endeavor to keep. 

Since Mr. McAfee had gone into banks 
ruptcy there wads some speculation as to 
what would become of the court houses, 
but since the bond company has assumed 
all responsibility, the work wil] now pro- 
ceed without further delay.

Naghville, Tenn., July 16.—(Special.)— 
Governor McMillan today turned down 
the requisition of Governor Longino, of 
Mississipp!, for John Armstead, the Mem- 
phis banker charged with embezzlement 
in Mississippi.

It is sup- 
posed that the reason for declining is that 
whilst the ftoaning by the state treasurer 
is illegal in Mississippi there its no stat- 
ute which makes the borrower an embez- 
zler.

With tears streaming from his eyes and 
as penitent and abject as mortal could 
well be imagined, R. H.> East, the con- 
vict who made his escape from the fed- 
era] prison last March and was return- 
ed there Tuesday night, nad a long and 
confidential talk with Warden Hawk yeés- 
terday morning. 

Thus far no details of the conversation 
relating ‘to the escape itself are known 
to any other ‘than warden and the 
prisoner, but the hint has beep thrown 
out that the facts evolved from the con- 
ference were of an interesting nature. 
East toki of his experiences from the 
time he crawled through the iron grating 
of the window on March 9 until he was 
brought back by Officers Nye and Petty 
through the big front door. In regard to 
the suspicions of Warden Hawk relative 
to the manner in. which East escaped 
in which the guard figures, all that East 
is known ‘to have said was that he knew 
his man and picked the time for going. 
This, he said, however, with a smile that 
might be taken to mean much or little. 

In the conversation with the warden 
East said the thought of escaping or at- 
tempting its accomplishment never occutT- 
red to him until the recent’ batch of’ 
prisoners was brought here from Indian 
Territory. In the number were several 
whom East had known, and one in partic- 
ular who had been his intimate acquaint- 
ance. From this one Bast says he re- 
ceivel a message from the Territory 
which made it almost imperattive that he 
go there. He said he ‘at once started 
planning to get out; that he bided his 
time, and when the proper moment and 
conditions came he iett.

Bast says 
it was a ludicroug sight to see nim hold- 
ing the agent at the point of a pistol 
while the agent held his hands aloft, his 
own pistol in one and the gun he nad 
taken from O’Rourke in the other. _ 

Story of the Escape. 

According to the story told by the con- 
vict, when he crawled out of the window 
he made at once for the rear of tne pris- 
on. His direction led toward the ratiroad 
and through the culvert near the McDon- 
ough road he made his way. As soon as 
he nad placed several miles ‘between him 
and the prison he went into the woods 
and there remained for a time. Cauttious- 
ly his journey was continued. until he 
had covered probably 12 miles. This was 
early in the morning, and soon. East 
came upon a farmer im a field at work. 
Up to him East walked clad in his zebra 
garb. He did not stop to parley words 
with the farmer, but made demand for 
an exchange of clothing, remarking that 
the farmer could dye the prison clothes 
and have a good suit. Evidently awed, 
the farmer complied with alacrity to 
East’s demand, the exchange was made 
in the fleld, and when East made 4n ex- 
amination of his new apparel it was to 
find himself 65 cents the richer for the 
bargain, 

East then worked nfs way toward Ala- 
bama, moving rapidity by night and re- 
maining in hiding during the day. For 
three days, he says, he was without food 
except for ome stray chicken he: caught 
and cooked by a fire which he kindled in 
the woods. Finally he reached one of the 
Alabama mining towns. Being an expert 
machinist, East had little difficulty in se- 
curing employment with an electric power 
company. A week: or more passed for 
him uneventfully, when one day an em- 
ployee of the concern incidentally men-

Escape Was Daring. 

The escape of East was one of the most 
daring and cleverly executed known to 
men who have spent well nigh a lifetime 
in the handiing of criminals. Only a man 
of nerve and brain, says Warden Hawk, :

Now that he ts back at the prison, al- 
though he will not acknowledge it, there 
is a look of actual relief and contentment 
to be traced in his face. It means for 
him that the heartbreaking strain upon 
his nerves pag ‘been relaxed; that the 
dangers and hardships that awaited him 
at every turn are at an end, and that the 
suspicion that tormented his soul every 
minute of tthe day and night has 
away. 

Warden Hawk, after thorough Itnvestiga- 
tion into the condition of East, did not 
deem it wise to place the man at hard 
work this morning, as he had anticipated. 
The very appearance of the man indi- 
cates that he is on the verge of a physi- 
cal collapse, and he was, therefore, a)- 
lowed to remain quietly in his cell during 
the entire day. The warden says unless 
he alters his present intentions, East, for 
some time at least, will simply be kept in 
close confinement with the heavy ball and 
chain ag his constant companions. The 
warden believes this humiliation will have 
the desired effect upon the convict in 
connection with the “rough diet” which he 
will also experience indefinitely.

Southern Exchange Cotton Letter. 


New York, July 4§6.—The cotton market 
maintained today the level of prices estab- 
lished by the trade during the last few min- 
utes of the session yesterday. Neither side 
was inclined to show their hand to any con- 
siderable extent, but preferred rather to await 
the coming of something more definite regard- 
ing the crop/ situation. It was confidently 
expected that the government crop report of 
yesterday would be a promingnt factor in 
working a bearish influence into the market 
today, but this was not the case, however, and 
there seems to be little sign of any sharp 
breaks until a more satisfactory understand- 
ing of the actuai conditions prevailing in the 
cotton belt have been determined. New Or- 
leans recaived 2 inches of rain in portions 
of the city, but it is claimed that in some 
Cistricts the moisture was not sufficient to 
lay the dust. Rain was also reported at one 
point in Texas. Liverpool was unmoved by 
the government report, ruling dull with no 
change in futures or spots. New Orleans waé¢ 
a& little stronger with an advance of 3 to 4 
points at one time during the session, but 
this was lost by a line of shorts covering and 
quotations remained unchanged and feature- 
less to the close. 


Weil Bros.’ Crop Letter. 


Opelika, Ala., July 16.—After a duration of 
about two months the phenomenal drought was 
broken on the 10th Instant, since which time 
seattered showers have fallen throughout thig 
section; after careful investigation we find 
the rainfall was generally very light and in- 
sufficient for the exceedingly dry condition of 
the soii, and while these showers have been 
of some benefit, more moisture is needed. The 
Weather for the past two weeks has been ex- 
ceedingly hot the thermometer ranging be- 
twen 90 and {O02 degrees Fahrenheit, and 
this, together with the dry condition pre- 
Vailing, nas checked the growth of the plant, 
which is very small for this time of year, 
ranging from § to 12 inches for the belated 
cotton; the early planted cotton, where more 
fortunate in getting timely showers, has done 
better. 

Under these condittons we have to divide the 
question of the cotton crop into two different 
parts, viz: The early planted cotton, of 
which we estimate there ts about 40 per cent, 
and of the late planted cotton, representing 
the balance of the crop. 

The early cotton has been blooming for four 
weeks and as a rule is well fruited for thia 
time of the year, has some full grown bolls, 
but it is blooming at the top and shows ex- 
haustion. With sufficient moisture this croly 
will take @ second growth, and if so, it will 
be at the expense of the squares and blooms, 
which it will shed. To secure a full crop 
of this early cotton, seasons will have to 
be very favorable from now on and a late fall 
is quite necessary. 

he late cotton is emall, has very Ittle fruit 
anfi is blooming at the top also, but wi-a 
sufficient moisture and favorable conditivns 
fram now on, will respond more quickly and a 
fair crop is a possibility. 

As a whole, the crop since the first of the 
month has made but little progress. but the 
high state of cultivation (fields being antirely 
free from grass) may make the plant respond 
more freely to favorable conditions Unless 
we have frequently good Showers, or a gen- 
eral rain, the possibility of making as large 
a& crop as last year seems at present very 
doubtful, but this will depend entirely on the 
date of the killing frost next fall. We cun- 
Sider crops about ten days earlier than last 
vear.

THE GATES CROWD

NOT MUCH DOING IN JULY

Chicago, July 16.—Grain trading was com- 
monplace today, when compared to yester- 
day’s tumultuous fluctuations, Many condi- 
tions were bearish and early in the day it 
was expected that July corn would take a 
further drop. This, however, did not.occur, 
and the very absence of weakness caused 
much comment. In the end the firmness 
corn gave rise to the opinion that the July 
corner might not be a thing of the past after 
all.

| THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, July 16.—There was an active 
and varegated speculation in stocks today, 
the market reflecting the play of larger forces 
than at any time during the recent advancing 
tendency.

ket. Traders laid much more stress upon 
their belief that they detected the operations 
of Morgan and Standard Oil interests in the 
jarge buying orders executed by various brok- 
ers. The bringing forward. of new stocks into 
the upward movement was taken advantage 
of on a very large scale to take profits in 
stocks which were, generally speaking, the 
high priced established dividend payers, ¢s- 
pecially amongst the Grangers, but no serious 
inroads were made on the prices of the stocks. 
Stocks of the second grade, lower in price 
and with no established dividend paying rec- 
ord, led the market. The heavy absorption 
of Chicago and Alton strengthened other low 
priced railroad stocks in the west and south- 
west, while the aggressive advance in Chesa- 
peake and Ohio affected the low priced coal 
carriers, both in the anthracite and bitumi- 
nous group. The belief that tomorrow's min- 
ers’ convention at Indianapolis will decide 
against a general strike and thus lead up 
to an early settlement of the anthracite strike 
was the predominating influence in this group.

Aside from the apparent inability of 
Pabst to get the best work out of his 
men, the conduct of Krug on this and 
other occasions should at once bring 
about the shortstop’s release.

The peaches and melons are all from 
Georgia, as are the majority of the canta- 
loupes. The pineapples are all from 
Florida‘and are delivered to the Central 
by the Plant system at Albany. 

It is estimated that the figures for 
pineapples, melons and cantaloupes for 
this year show about half the number 
of cars that will be moved before the 
close of the season. The peach season is 
just opening, as the Elbertas are only 
beginning to move. In a few days the 
Central officials think they will handle 
fifty cars of peaches per day. 

The growth of the cantaloupe industry 
is plainly shown by these figures. An 
increase from three cars to 149 in one 
year is a showing perhaps never equaled 
by any other product of the state.

The decline, if any, will be 
slow, and we believe in buying on weak 
spots. Trading will be slow for a time. 

Stocks—A fairly large business was trans- 
acted today, and while the trading showed 
an evident shifting of speculative interest in 
a fresh direction, the market in general re- 
tained a firm tone. In the transfer from the 
higher priced grangers, the interest centered 
in Texas Pacific. Chicagce and Alton, Chi-. 
cago Terminal and Chesapeake and Ohio. In- 
creased animation appeared in the local trac- 
tions. United States Steels and a number of 
the specialties. The coalers have chjoyed 4 
general advance, sharp gains being made by 
the higher priced issues on light dealings, 
while Reading, Erie and Ontario and Western 
moved up on large trading. It now appears 
that the franchise tax litigation will prob- 
ably be finally adjudicated in the state courts 
in December. Brooklyn Rapid Transit was a 
feature of its group, and the stock was ab- 
rorbed by banks heretofore identified in Met- 
ropolitan. United States Steel sold at the 
highest price they have attained since the re- 
covery set in. Money continued easy on 
call and firm in its time loan division. Amer- 
ican stocks were firm in London, but dealings 
here for foreign account were in small pro- 
portion.

Corn—There was not much activity in this 
cereal today. July was traded in sparingly, 
and seems to have-lost Interest. The cash 
market is firm and appears to be on a con- 
sumption basis. We do not look for much 
more decline on this year’s deliveries, and 
would not sell short now. 

Oats have been firmer with good cash de- 
mand. Complaints are coming in regarding 
late damage. Quite a short interest were 
forced to cover. 

Provisions were strong early, and the close 
showed the lowest prices. The general inter- 
ést in the market {s small, while prices hold 
high and better than we expected. We cannot 
see anything to advise purchases on provis- 
icons at this writing.
